Thirteenth Vote Since Outbreak of War, Bringing the Total up to 
3,132,000,000 Pounds—Long Debate Expected on Wide

London, Oct. 11.—“This is no time for faitering coun- 
sel or wavering purposes,” said Premier Asquith in address- 
ing the house of commons today. “This war cannot be 
allowed to end up in some patched up, precarious and dis- 
honoring compromise masquerading under the name of 
peace. No one desires to prolong for a single moment more 
than is necessary the tragic spectacle of bloodshed and 
destruction, but we owe it to those who have given up their 
lives that their supreme sacrifices shall not have been un- 
availing. 

They have been 
stated frequently. They are not selfish. They are not vin-

Catalogue Made up of 367 Head 
From Representative Herds— 
Show Also Held 


The first fail sale pronioted by the 
Alberta Provincial Sheep and Swine 
Breeders’ Associations held yester- 
day afternoon at the grounds of 
the Edmonton Exhibition Association, 
received so much support from the 
breeders of the district that there is 
every encouragement for the continu- 
ance of sale as an annual event. The 
catalogue was made up of 3879 head, 
and with every animal sold the manage- 
rient gaye the nssurance that the 
“inimals were pedigree stock.
